During our telephone conversation you indicated some concern as to
the possible existence of PCBs on Chemical Recovery premises., I would
appreciate your immediately providing me with a copy of any investigative
report and test data showing the existence of PCBs oOr similar materials
as well as the location and date that the test sample was taken.
